New York, Dec. 31.—Scores of busi- 


ness men, lunching in a downtown 
cafe, yesterday, noticed a stalwart 
young man, who entered and looked 
pleadingly around the cafe and then 
went away, when a bouncer waived 
his hand. Tn« man wore no hat or 
coat or waistcoat. Outside a police- 
man asked him what was the trouble. 
Pointing to bis body, the man answer- 
ed m Polish: "I'm hungry". The 
man staggered, and pressing his hands 
to his body, sank to his knees and fell 
over. He was carried to a stable, 
where he died, mumbling faintly that 
he was hungry. The coroner decided 
that death was caused by starvation. 
The man has not been identified.

A 
7 p. ui.. he was stricken with an at 
tack of cerebral apoplexy, and when 
Dr. Overpeck. the family physician ar 
rlv?ci. he found Mr. Morey in an un 
conscious condition.

midnight the statesman and jurist 
ed away, surrounded by his children 


Henry Lee Morey was married on 


April 25. 1865 to Mary M. Campbell 
who died two years later, leaving one 
child. Gouverneur C. Morey, the jtia 
ior member of the law firm. Morey, An 
drews & Morey. In 1873 Mr. Morey 
married Ella It. Campbell, a sister of 
his first wife. Mrs. Morey died sud 
denly five years ago, leaving the bus 
ban-! and five children.

mother the family has resided in their 
beautiful country home.
